We all Crowd my Lord Treafurer with 
Money on the Credit of a Land-Tax, be- 
caufe for Fifteen Years it has never fail’d ; 
but if once it fhould admit of a Queftion, 
Whether there would be a Land-Tax, or 
no? 't would immediately be lefs a Que- 

_ ftion, Whether any’ Money would be ad- 
vanc’d, or no ?
